Mr, Hayter quarrelled with 
Mayor Ivor Dent when His 
Worship released the 92- 
page report on annexation, 
Alderman Hayter is not opp- 
osed to the concept contained 
in the report but objected to 
the mayor's way in which he 
released this important do- 
cument without showing it to

"It's just bad manners and 
a very dangerous policy,” 
said Alderman Hayter, “for 
the mayor of a city to issue 
an important document of 
that magnitude without giv- 
ing the aldermen a chance to 
peruse it first.'’ He pointed 
out that the 92-page report 
contains several embarras- 
sing inaccuracies and these 
are presently being amended 
as the whole report is now 
being studied by the legisla 
tive committee of council,

in an atmosphere of utmost 
secrecy, Alderman Hayter 
said, ‘‘it doesn’t matter 
where it was compiled, but 
it matters to me what it 
reads like once it’s released 
to the public, *’ 

Alderman Hayter agrees 
in principle with the concept 
of a metropolitan type gov- 
ernment for the designated 
300-square-mile city as de- 
fined in ‘The Future Of This 
City’. He feels that such a 
concept is the only answer 
to most problems confront- 
ing the City of Edmonton, 
Mr. Hayter is convinced that 
the Metrostype government 
as conceived in the report 
will lead to resolving water, 
sewage, transportation and 
other problems which are 
presently unsatisfactory to 
the City of Edmonton, 

Mr. Hayter gave for exe 
ample the present unsatise 
factory water-sewer situa-

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to expand,’ Alderman Hayter 
said, ‘‘and mapping out a 
300-square mile area, surr- 
ounded by a green belt is the 
only answer,’’ He gave for 
example the City of Calgary 
where more than 300 square 
miles of land were annexed 
for future expansion and re- 
ports that the Stampede City 
is getting along just fine, 

Alderman Hayter argues 
that St, Albert and Sherwood 
Park would not exist if it 
were not for Edmonton, ‘We 
provide the jobs for over 
90 per cent of the residents 
of those two centres,’’ Mr. 
Hayter said, ‘‘and they pay 
their taxes in St, Albert or 
the County of Strathcona,’ 
That’s no way to build a 
country, let alone a city he 
said, How about all those 
people. using our streets and 
avenues, our schools, our 
transportation facilities, 
etc? Edmonton is paying the 
shot and those.outsiders are 
availing themselves of our 
amenities, That is why I feel 
so strongly about annexing 
the whole area into one giant 
metropolitan unit, where 
everybody pays his fair share 
and there are no problems of 
duplication of services, 

Before interview time was 
over Alderman Hayter did 
admit that a giant metropoli- 
tan multi-seat city may not 
be the ultimate in all things, 
however, he suggested that 
at the moment, an all-en- 
compassing unitary type gove 
ernment controlling a 300 
square mile area described 
in ‘The Future Of This City’ 
is the best proposal so far 
and hopes it becomes areale 
ity. 

‘However,’ Alderman 
Hayter said, ‘‘if someone can 
come up with a better idea, 
I'd be the first one to suggest 
that we give any alternative 
a good look . . . but at the 
moment our 92=page propo- 
sal entitled ‘The Future Of 
This City,’ with a few slight 
amendments, looks good to 
me,"’

bit or attitude has been lear- 
ned, it takes a lot of effort 
to unlearn  it,’’ Mayhew 
warns, Among its other res- 
ponsibilities, the Civic Gar- 
age Department tests and 
keeps records of all drivers 
of city vehicles. 

“1 think parents who try 
to do their owndrivingless- 
ons for their youngsters are 
making a mistake,’’ he says, 
“Too often they are passing 
along those mis-conceptions 
bad habits and poor atti- 
tudes they either learned 
from their own parents or 
collected along the way, 
Without knowing it, these 
parents may be infecting 
their children with a kind 
of deadly disease,’’ he be- 
lieves, 

Mayhew is convinced that 
the best way to stop the 
spread of this ‘driving dis 
ease’ is to put driver train- 
ing in the hands of licenced 
professionals, ‘‘A complete 
driving training program is 
a systematic approach to 
the learning of a very com- 
plicated task, Too much gets 
overlooked when this traine 
ing is undertaken by ama- 
teurs,”’ 

At the request of pro- 
fessional driving schools, 
the Safety Council has de- 
veloped the Drivers’ Ground 
School, a classroom course 
for student drivers which is 


designed to fit in with the 
inecar training program 
given by these © schools, 
Mr. Mayhew’s Traffic Com- 
mittee has been responsible 
for overseeing this develope- 
ment, 

“Since this program was 
introduced two months ago, 
rore, than 20 students have 
enrolled,’’ Mr. Mayhew re- 
ports, ‘“‘This response has 
been most gratifying.’’ 

Drivers’ Ground School 
contains 10 hours of class- 
room work, It is conducted 
by the Safety Council at its 
offices in Calgary and Ed- 
monton, A nominal charge 
is made to cover the cost 
of instruction and materials, 

‘As the Safety Council 
is a non-commercial, non- 
profit public body, we are 
able to open this classroom 
course to the students of 
any licenced professional 
driving school,’’ Mr, May- 
hew explained, 

Drivers’ Ground School 
leads the student driver in 
easy steps to an understand- 
ing of what good driving 
means, The course gives 
reasons for developing and 
practising the good driving 
habits being demonstrated 
and taught by the in-car ine 
structor. It is designed to 
shape attitudes toward other 
drivers, driving conditions 
and traffic laws,

The Alberta Housing Corp- 
oration has announced re- 
cently the availability of $1.7 
million to finance the devele 
opment and improvement of 
mobile home parks in Alberta 
These funds are expected to 
be substantially increased 
next year, 

J. R, Lansky, who heads 
the corporation said: ‘‘We 
are giving top priority to 
the implementation of the 
mobile home development 
program,’’ Mr. Lansky added 
that a few years ago, mobile 
home living was considered 
transient and the needs of 
mobile home dwellers were 
practically forgotten, ‘‘To- 
day,’’ he said, “with our

tory-produced housing may 
be one of the alternatives to 
stabilize the rising costs.’’ 

In November 1972 an or= 
der-in-council was passed 
in the legislature empower- 
ing the Alberta Housing Cor- 
poration to loan money for 
the development of mobile 
home communities, Munici- 
pal Affairs Minister Dave 
Russell will include mobile 
home legislation in the new 
Provincial Planning Act, ex- 
pected to be introduced to the 
legislature this fall, 

According to the newly- 
defined mobile home park 
legislation, the difference be- 
tween a mobile home park 
and a trailer park subdivi- 
sion is that a mobile home 
park is a registered parcel 
of land under single owner- 
ship which has been planned 
and improved for the place- 
ment of mobile homes for 
non-transient use, A trailer 
park subdivisionis adevelop- 
ment registered as a sub- 
division containing lots under 
either freehold or long-term 
leasehold tenure. 

A group, including major 


builders, mobile home deal- 
ers, home site developers 
in Alberta as well as home 
owners, provincial governe 
ment and urban and rural 
municipal association offi- 
elals met recently with the 
Alberta Housing Corporation 
officials to draft regulations 
on developme2nt of mobile 
home parks, The AHC al- 
ready lends up to 90 percent 
of the appraised value of 
individual mobile homes, 

According to asurvey con- 
ducted by the Canadian Mo- 
bile Home and Travel Trail- 
er Association, one out of 
every five single-family 
housing starts in Canada in- 
volved a mobile home. 

The association defines the 
term ‘‘mobile home’’ as the 
ultimate in pre-fabrication 
being manufactured and fur- 
nished completely under con- 
trolled conditions at the 
factory and transported for 
use to a site for year-round 
living, According to CMH- 
TTA, during 1972 single- 
width mobile homes shipped 
to Alberta numbered 3,419, 
Financing, according to the 
Canadian Consumer Loan As= 
sociation and the Federated 
Council of Sales Finance 
Companies, the main source 
are chartered banks and fin- 
ance companies, 

It would appear, according 
to CMHTTA, chartered banks 
charge less interest than fin- 
ance companies but on the

er than finance companies, 
The CMHTTA study gives 
for example: A $10,000 mo=- 
bile home financed through 
a chartered bank requires 
25 per cent down payment 
with interest at between 10,8 
per cent to 12 per cent, 
Meanwhile, the same mobile 
home purchased through a 
finance company requires a 
lower down payment (15 per 
cent) but the interest rate 
averages 13,25 per cent. 

The study also reveals the 
largest age group living in 
mobile homes (36 per cent) 
are 45 years and older and 
the largest occupation group 
has as its male family head 
employed as a skilled or un- 
skilled worker, By income, 
the largest number of mobile 
home dwellers earn between 
$5,000 and $7,500 per year.

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100 year-old pioneer 
recalls early days

Open house was held at 
the home of Mrs, Clemen- 
tina C, Ferguson of 11304 - 
63 Street, Edmonton on Wed~ 
nesday, August 22 to honor 
her on the occasion of her 
100th birthday, 

Recalling her exper- 
iences during her lifetime, 
memories are as vivid as 
the day they happened, ‘‘We 
came out here in 1884 by 
covered wagon from Calgary 
and it took two weeks be- 
cause the animals couldn’t 
move very fast, When they 
arrived in Edmonton, the 
sight that greeted the fam- 
ily was two stores, some 
holes in main street and a 
few tie-rings for horses, 

After the family settled 
in the Sturgeon River dis- 
trict came the Riel Rebelle 
ion, ‘‘Not much happened 
here but they sure expec- 
ted the Indians around here 
to join in, The government 
gave all men and boys guns, 
but you couldn’t shoot the 
side of a barn with them,’ 
Mrs, Ferguson said, 

With the threat of rebell- 
ion, the women and children 
were moved to St, Albert, 
“T wasn’t afraid of the Ree 
bellion it was all fun to us 
kids,’ she recalls, Mrs, 
Ferguson remembers the 
year prairie fires were so 
bad they drove the timber 
wolves down into this area, 
“The wolves got some of 
the animals, mostly dogs, 
Ican believe they were dri- 
ven down here by smoke 
because it was so bad, we 
had to light our lamps at 
2p,m., it was that dark, ’’ 

Mrs, Ferguson was the 
first woman to drive a car 
in the Namao district and 
gave up eight years ago 
because no one would give 
her insurance, 

Her recipe for living is 
simple, she advises, ‘‘gett- 
ing up early, eating whats 
good for you, keeping busy 
and not worrying, ’’ 

Mrs, Ferguson was born 
in 1873 in Meeford, Ontario 
She moved west with her 
family in 1884, by boat, 
train and covered wagon, 
In 1894, she married John 
James Ferguson of Sarnia, 
Ontario, in Edmonton, and 
they homesteaded inthe Na-
